TO SAVE THE SHAD. 


Ifot so very many years ago shad 


In the Hudson river were BO plentiful 
that everybody who =wanted this de- 
licious fish had no trouble in supply- 
ing his wants at a reasonable figure. 
Later the state authorities came to 
realize that the supply was fast di- 
minishing and that the only way to 
conserve It was by propagation of 
the spawn at the state 
hatcheries. 


JEWS was done and year after year 
millions of the fry were liberated late 
each season to find their way back to 
the sea, and later to return again to 
the river of their birth. 


Even this plan, however, failed to 


keep up the supply, and in 191T not 
enough eggs could be collected to 
supply even one hatchery. 


Feeling that the promiscuous and 


uninterrupted netting of the lower 
Hudson "was bound in a few years 
more permanently to destroy shad 
fishing In the!river, the conservation 
commissioner has directed that dur- 
ing the entire shad season of 19IS no 
nets can be allowed to remain in the 
river between sunset on Friday and 
sunrise on the following Monday. The 
netting.privileges are also being reg- 
ulated and nobody -without a license 
can catch shad at any time in any 
part of the Hudson river. 


It is hoped that the plan of two 


days' "safe conduct' each week for 
ths fish going up the liver •will result 
in more fish reaching the upper wa- 
ters of the river, where ths spawn- 
ins: l»e5s are; but if they do not It may 
bs necessary to prohibit shad Ssning 
entirely for a term of years. Some 
method should at -all events be devis- 
ed to protect ths Hudson river shad 
—a delicious and firm-fleshed nsh en- 
tirely different from the flabby deni- 
zens of the Potomac and other south- 
em rivers.
